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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The preliminary amendment filed 07-28-03 has been entered. Accordingly, 
claims 23-34 are pending in the application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 07-28-03 has been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 25, 27-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 25 recites the limitation "said EEPROM addressing means" in line 8. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 27 recites the limitation "said computer address signals" in line 18. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 28-34 are rejected for incorporating the limitations of claim 27. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 23-24 and 26 are allowed. 
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6. Claims 25, 27-34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach at least a computer memory card packed 
with flash EEPROM integrated circuit chips. The card is in an enclosed rectangularly 
shaped computer memory system that is less than 5.5 centimeters in width, less than 
9.0 centimeters in length and less than 6.0 millimeters in thickness, comprising: 
substantially identical flash EEPROM integrated circuit chips, and a controller circuit 
interconnected between the card electrical connector and the flash EEPROM integrated 
circuit chips.
